was inflicted by some blunt instrument

The 


Ledger would like to see the county high school in Jackson, 
not only because itis loyal to its own town, but also because 
Jackson is the populous center that willundoubtedly furnish 
the greater number of high school attendants. 
But we can- 


not shut our eyes to the well-founded objections to this plan, 
any more than we can be blind to the arguments 
from the 


county seat standpoint against location in Sutter Creek, The 
difficulties of the situation are not yet adequately 
appreciated. 


They willdoubtless loom up more prominently as time wears 
on. 
There can be no funds available for starting the school 


until the next tax levy is made, even ifa temporary location 
were selected. 
Itis just as

The controversy over the location of the county high school 


ought to be settled by compromise. 
To press the issue to & 


vote between Sutter Creek and Jackson 
would be a disastrous 


move, as whichever way the electors might decide, the result 
would be two high schools —one inJackson 
and the other in 


Sutter Creek. 
This would be .deplorable, 
not only because 


of the feeling that would be created between 
the 
two 
towns 


primarily concerned, but also for the reason that it would en- 
tail a much heavier 
tax upon all property 
holders in the 


county outside of the present lone union high school district. 
That those livingat a distance 
from either

26 millions of millions of miles, 
and 
light from it takes 
4144l4 years to reach 
us. 


Plantations of the rain tree of Peru, 


the tamaicapsi, 
are claimed to offer 


great possibilities as irrigation works. 
The tree grows readily in any soil, 
reaching large size,and has a luxuriant 
foliage, witha remarkable 
power of 


collecting and cbndensing 
atmospheric 


moisture. 
Its capacity,

red, the blue being visible. 
To fowls 


the colors were as men see them.

h is story, substantially 
the same as 
the other w itnesses on th e sam e side. 
H e denied having struck the deceased 
w ith a rock, or having seen him in the 
roadway that night, or having had any 
trouble except what occurred in the 
Cava Hero house or yard. 
A ll the testim ony w as in Wednesday 
afternoon. The prosecution presented 
no rebuttal testim ony, con ten t to allow 
the alibi defense to stand as made out 
by the defendant's own 
w itnesses. 
It 
w as supported mainly by the two de­ 
fendants, Sampo and C onti, who claimed 
th at they played ten or tw e lv e games 
o f “ mora ’ before the dancing com­ 
menced, which consum ed considerable 
tim e, and would tend to show that de­ 
fendant was in the C avallero house at 
the tim e the homicide 
is alleged to 
have been committed. 
The other w it­ 
nesses stated that three gam es only 
w ere played, occupying from twenty 
m inutes to half an hour. 
The arguments consumed until Thurs­ 
day afternoon. A fter th e instructions 
o f the court the jury retired for delib­ 
eration soon after two o ’clock. 
Hour 
a fter hour passed, and it looked for a 
w h ile that a disagreem ent would be 
th e outcome. 
Once the jury filed into 
court and asked for the reading of the 
testim ony o f one of the main w itnes­ 
ses, and instructions. 
A gain retiring 
another long wait occurred. 
About 
nine o'clock 
the 
forem an 
reported 
th a t an agreement had been reached. 
The jury filed into th e’jury box, and 
handed in the verdict, w hich was read 
by the clerk, and was “ We the jury 
find the defendant gu ilty o f murdei in 
th e second degree.” 
It seem s the only contention 
among 
th e jurymen was as to th e grade of the 
crim e, several holding o u t Tor murder 
in the first degree, but 
these Were 
finally won over to the lesser offense. 
The verdict gives gen eral satisfac­ 
tion, as being in accord w ith the facts 
in the case. 
The penalty is 
not less 
than ten years in the penitentiary, up 
to life imprisonment. 
The defendant's counsel handed in 
127 instructions for the ju d ge to sub­ 
m it to the jury. 
A fter exam ining this 
volum inous mass, the court gave 21 of 
th e instructions asked for.

Sam Toy, the well-known Chinese 
m erchant, a member of the Lcun Sien 
Company of this 
place, 
who 
left 
Angels Camp about three years ago to 
visit his native country, 
is now, ac­ 
cording to late advices, 
a quarantine 
prisoner at Angels Island, where he 
has been detained since October 15th, 
pending the unraveling 
of 
govern­ 
mental r-’d tape and 
the banishment 
from his system of some contraband 
hook-worms which it is alleged 
he 
caught during his 
sojourn 
in 
the 
Flowery Kingdom. 
Toy was a passenger aboard 
the 
steam ship Mongolia which arrived in 
San Francisco from 
China 
on 
the 
above date. 
He held a ticket entitling 
him to passage, and, while to ordinary 
morals there was really nothing very 
mysterious about the manner of his 
coming, it 
was unusual 
enough it 
would seem to set working the leaven 
of endless red tape for one of those 
farcical human comedies, the very in­ 
congruity of which m u st cause 
the 
gods to smile, and even sometimes to 
laugh when they look down. 
Prior to his departure for the Orient 
three years ago, Toy had his identifica­ 
tion papers a'l properly drawn up and 
attested by Walter Tryon as notary 
public, while his photograph was duly 
attached and the signatures of C. 
H. 
Woods, J. A. Ayala Jo e Peirano, Geo. 
Rose and several other business men 
of the town were placed upon the in­ 
strum ent as witnesses to the fact that 
Sam Toy had long been a resident and 
taxpayer 
of 
Angels Camp, and as 
such was entitled to retu rn when he 
fe lt so disposed. 
A fter his sojourn and upon his re­ 
tu rn to our port, Toy presented these 
papers to the port official but that 
worthy thought he could see a “ nigger 
in the fence." The fa c t that the china- 
maqgfiad his credentials and that all 
demands for passage had been satisfied 
m ust have ‘ created doubt, 
for stow­ 
aw ays seem to be the rule now instead 
of the exception, and 
a 
Celestial 
traveling on the square is at once the 
object of suspicion, so Toy was de­ 
tained. 
He wrote to his 
brother, 
Ah 
Toy of this town, apprising him of the 
situation, an i the la tte r enlisted the 
assistance of Walter Tryon who went 
to Angels Island to 
look into 
the 
m anter. 
He identified the suspicioned 
^ am Toy, as well as the papers he held 
but that was not deemed sufficient and 
Mr Tryon was told th a t the investiga­ 
tion would be carried on in Angels 
Camp by a corps of government in­ 
spectors—two white men and a China­ 
m a n -a rriv e d in town. 
They went to 
M r Tryon with official 
gusto 
and 
solemn dignity and had 
him reiterate 
his identification of Sam Toy and his 
papers, 
and then interrogated 
the 
o th e r witnesses, learning incidentally 
am ong other things the fac t that Sam 
was a well-to-do m erchant and owner 
of considerable real e s ta te in China­ 
tow n. 
With this the junketeers re ­ 
tu rn ed to the port but still Sam re­ 
m ained the unwilling guest of 
his 
Uncle Sam at Angels Island. 
Present­ 
ly Ah Toy received a le tte r from a 
Chinaman in San Francisco (not an 
official) urging him to p u t up a certain 
tee for the employment of an attorney 
to handle his brother’s case, volunteer­ 
ing this advice as the only way of 
securing the prisoner's release expedi 
tiously. 
As it was palpably apparent 
t h a t a hungry attorney was on the 
w atch to profit by the luckless travel­ 
in g dilemma, 
Ah Toy had Mr Tryon 
w rite a letter of inquiry to the officials. 
Then came the astounding reply from 
headquarters to the effect that, while 
th e m an’s credentials were all right 
and he was entitled to land, the afore­ 
said contraband w rigglers had been 
found secreted in the intestinal lining 
o f his anatomy and th a t he could not 
be permitted to land until he 
was 
purged of his worms and received a 
clean bill of health; th a t it would fu r­ 
th e r be necessary, in order to insure 
him against deportation, th a t the sum 
of $100 or a certified check for that 
am ount, be forthcoming a t once as a 
g uarantee that the verm ifuge used in 
banishing the worms and the hospital 
charges of $1.25 per day during treat 
m ent. shall be paid.

While it is perfectly proper that due 
diligence should he exercised by the 
governm ent in guarding against fraud 
or imposition, the ulterior motive for 
such abnormal proceedings in this cate 
is so obvious and w ritten in letters 
so large that even he who runs may 
read, 
in the face of this abominable 
s y s te m —if it may be called a system 
of courtesy—it is not surprising that 
sm uggling is resorted to, for the man

Wool Activity. 


With little prospect for improve­ 
ment in the immediate future, the 
local wool market is exceedingly weak 
and approaches well nigh to stagna­ 
tion. 
This condition, however, is said 
to be prevalent throughout the entire 
country, and will continue according 
to the best local and eastern authori­ 
ties on the market, until some guaran­ 
tee against the lowering of the tariff 
on wool is made. 
’Ihe election of a 
democratic congress on November 8th, 
according to a local dealer, 
has shat­ 
tered almost all hope of a continued 
high tariff and as a result it is claimed 
th a t the poor conditions existing at 
the present time will continue to grow 
worse. 
That a high tariff is almost 
essential to a strong wool m arket is 
shown by the fact that at the present 
time the tariff is 11 cents, while the 
normal price for the fall clip is the 
same amount, and the price in the 
spring is 13 cents. 
Locally the fall clip was normal 
quality and tne yield was up to the 
standard of past years. 
A knowledge 
of these facts brought several buyers 
to this county from eastern markets 
but before deals of any 
magnitude 
were under way it is understood that 
they w ere recalled as soon as the No­ 
vem ber election returns were known.— 
Stockton Independent.
